The system of bounties which we 
have at present, and which the pre 
sent resOiuiions propose to extend for 
a short time, and very properly <0, ros- 
sibly, under the circumstances, 1s dif- 
ferent altogether un principle and ylti- 
mate conclusion from the other fea- 
ture which it us proposed to introduce, 
that is to gay, a bounty for the mane- 
facture of iron io the country after it 
bas been produced. None of _ the 
reasons which apply to the bringing 
together of the coul and the ore to 
produce the iron apply to the manufac- 
ture of iron inio its coarser and rawer 
forms after 1 has been once produced. 
Either we have skill and enterprise and 
capital which will enable us to install 
machinery and to run that machinery 
to work up this iron after we produce 
it, or we have not that skill, enter- 
prise and capital. If we have not got 
it, then we cannot afford to buy it at 
the pnce of piyins more for that iron 
than it is actually worth. We = need 
too much iron in this country, we need 
it for too many purposes, that we can- 
not afford to pay the price, which it 
is apparently suposed this iron is go 
ing to cost us. For my part, I claim 
that there 1s nothing in the conditions, 
or the facts as we know them, to war- 
rant the conclusion that we cannot 
maoufacture the iron in this country 
once it has been preduced, at any rate, 
under a reasonable and moderate rev- 
enue tamff such as we have today. If 
we cin produce manufactured articles 
of the highest grade and quality, into 
which skill and mdustry and capital 
very lanzgely enter, under the moderate 
protection of a revenue traiff, we cer- 
\ainly Ought to be able to manufac- 
ture the coarser forms into which 
skill and energy do not enter nearly 
so largely as mere capital. 

Now, my view of this feature of the 
resoluuion is this. We propose to give 
a bounty for the manufactuie of steel 
wire, of beavy plates and of heavy 
structural steel. We import these ar- 
ticles very largely; we need them very 
largely; we must have them, or we 
connot progress; and I think the goy- 
eroment are ‘o:inz vers wisely in not 
puttng a duty upon ibese articles 
b'gher than ihe present Guty. The wire
